Devaluation adds $40m. to Koor debt

An instant increase of approxi- 
mately $40 million in Koor's liabil- 
ities caused by yesterday's devalua- 
tion may end up wiping out most of 
the profits of the country’s banks 
this quarter. 

Koor, which still faces the threat 
of liquidation, intends to ask its lo- 


cal creditors to write off a much’ 


larger chunk of its debt than origi- 
nally planned in order to keep its 
debt/equity ratio below a certain 
“magic™ level. 

Under the terms of a $105 m. 
bond offering made in New York 


two years ago, Koor's bondholders 
abroad have the right to cash in their 
securities immediately if this ratio 
exceeds a certain level. Koor and its 
Israeli banks understand that this 
move must be prevented at all costs. 


In order to implement its recovery 
programme, which did not take into 
account a devaluation this year, the 
Histadrut industrial giant asked its 
local creditors to write off NIS_100 
million of its debt this year and NIS 
70 m. next year. 


Koor officials said last night that, 
because of the sudden increase in 
the value of their debt, most of 


which is in foreign currency, they 
will ask the banks to erase the entire 
sum this year. 

It is likely that the government 
will also be asked to increase sharply 
the $50m. in aid it has promised 
Koor, in order:-to compensate the 
company for the unexpected losses 
generated by the devaluation. In an 
independent assessment of Koor’s 
recovery programme commissioned 
by the banks, Prof. Yitzhak Swary 
of Tel Aviv University predicted 
that a devaluation before the end of 
the year would cost the company 
NIS 13m. for every percentage point 
the shekel was depreciated.

Yesterday's devaluation caught 
the financial, business and political 
communities off-guard. 

Reactions were quickly forthcom- 
ing from Likud and Alignment 
MKs, as weil as from Histadrut and 
business leaders. 

Former finance minister Moshe 
Nissim, whose economic policy was 
centred on a fixed exchange rate, 
‘was unequivocally critical of the tim- 
ing, execution and rationale of the 
devaluation. 

“During the last few days we wit- 
nessed an embarrassing, even intol- 
erable, situation in which devalua- 
tion was the subject of open debate 
on an almost official basis,” Nissim 
said. “It's a sad state of affairs when 
a matter of this sort, which in any 
country is a closely guarded secret, 
becomes common property.” 

Nissim rejected suggestions that 
he himself should have devalued 
some time ago, saying that the pres- 
sure groups that demanded devalua- 
tion had their own interests at stake, 

Economics Minister Yitzhak Mo- 
da’i, himself a former finance minis- 
ter, was also critical of the devalua- 
tion, but extended his criticism to 
Nissim who, he felt, should have 
adjusted the Israeli currency's rate 
of exchange some months ago. 

The Histadrut leadership was split 
in its r . Secretary-general 
Yisrael Kessar said that he was sur- 
prised, and “that's the way it should 
be. A devaluation is the sole prerog- 
ative of the government. What 
comes after is a different, if second- 

, issue.”

Haim Haberfeld made it plain that

Further devaluations seen

Defence establishment to put up 


_ Rabin-Peres showdown looms 


stiff opposition to any further cuts ‘on mooted defence budget cuts

The defence establishment closed 
ranks yesterday in the face of threat- 
ened budget cuts with insiders cau- 
tiously predicting that it would 
emerge unscathed. Observers 
pointed to a possible compromise 
between the Defence Ministry's in- 
tended request for an extra $500 
million and the Treasury's desire to 
cut the budget by NIS 500 million. 

Sources doubted that the rivalry 
within the Labour Party between 
Defence Minister Rabin and Fi- 
nance Minister Peres would result in 
a major public debate between the 
two. Neither of the leaders can af- 
ford a fight-over the subject, the 
sources said. 

The IDF, while strongly opposed 
to further cuts in its budget, has 
already made preparations for no 
budget increase. The multi-year 
plan for building and equipping the 


IDF which is to be presented to the 
government has two versions, one 
including the half-billion dollar in- 
crease over four years and the other 
based on the current budget of ap- 
proximately $4 billion. 


The IDF would like the increase 
in order to accelerate a number of 
weapons acquisition and production 
programmes, but any significant 
budget cut would force the IDF's 
planners to scrap their current 
multi-year plan, which was formu- 
lated with Rabin’s approval. 


Since 1982 the value of the shekel 
component of the defence budget 
(which includes U.S. military aid in 
addition to local funds) has dropped 
from $3.2 Ὁ. to $2.2 b. 


Aluf Menahem Einan, the outgo- 
ing head of the IDF's Logistics 
Branch, yesterday voiced strong op- 
position to any further cuts in the 


defenc® budget. In a luncheon ad- 
dress to industrialists and business- 
men at the Jerusalem Economic 
Club, Einan said there was no fat 
left to trim from the military budget, 
which had been cut significantly 
since 1983. 


One reason those cuts had been 
possible, he continued, was that the 
strategic balance in the region had 
allowed Israel to take chances in 
order to promote economic growth. 
However, he cautioned that the 
strategic balance has changed signif- 
icantly in 1988, and any further re- 
duction in the defence budget would 
have an adverse effect on the long- 
term process of building the army 
and procuring weapons systems to 
meet future threats. 

He warned that Israeli military 
industries would suffer from any fur- 
ther delays in IDF procurement 
programmes. 


Defence Minister Rabin yester- 
day seemed to be deliberately steer- 
ing on a collision course with Fi- 
nance Minister Peres over mooted 
cuts in the 1989 defence budget. 

Rabin told the Knesset Foreign 
Affaixs and Defence Committee 
that he would oppose any cuts in the 
defence budget. He said that in the 
previous government his budget had 
been cut more drastically than ever 
before, with significant reductions 
being made for the military forces in 
the field. 

“Our order of battle has been 
sharply trimmed as a result of those 
cuts and we dare not reduce it any 
further,” Rabin said, referring to 
the units which had been disbanded, 
the career officers and NCOs forced 
to retire, and the planes, tanks and 
other front-lie weapons put into 
mothballs.

Palestinian killed, 22 hurt in clashes

Troops shot and killed a Palestin- 
ian and wounded 22 others in vio- 
lent confrontations yesterday in the 
territories, according to hospital and 
Palestinian reports. The IDF con- 
firmed the death and 10 casualties. 

A general strike has been called 
today in Leaflet 31 of the Unified 
National Leadership of the Upris- 
ing, to commemorate the 1920 “Bat- 
tle of Maithalun” between French 
and Arab forces in Syria. 

In yesterday's incidents, Mob- 
mammed Omar Khalil, 20, was shot 
at Abwein, north of Ramallah, 
when youths clashed with soldiers 
who raided the village, military 
sources said. Khalil died later at the 
Ramallah Hospital, where doctors 

ed that he had been wounded 
in the chest and shoulder. Villagers 


reported three persons wounded. 

‘The IDF has been mounting daily 
raids on West Bank villages to make 
arrests and compel residents to paint 
over nationalist graffiti and remove 
Palestinian flags. 

Troops imposed a curfew on the 
village of Beit Amin, northeast of- 
Petah Tikva, and cut olive trees in 
the area where a petrol bomb was 
thrown at a house in the adjacent 
settlement of Sha’arei Tikva. Mili- 
tary sources said the trees were cut 
to eliminate cover for potential at- 
tackers. Soldiers searched the Beit 
Amin and arrested seven people, 
Palestinians said. 

Residents of Sha‘arei Tikva said 
the petro! bombing was the third 
attack in 10 days on their settle- 
ment, whose houses border Beit 
Amin. On Friday, a settler’s house 
was stoned and the windows of his 


car smashed. Another car in the set- 
dlement was torched. 

In a meeting Monday night with 
the military commander of the area, 
the settlers demanded tighter securi- 
ty measures, including construction 
of a floodlit fence and patrol road 
around the settlement. They warned 
that they would retaliate against 
their Arab neighbors if no quick ac- 
tion was taken. 

In other West Bank incidents, 
Mahmud Saker, 16. was shot in the 
eye and seriously wounded at the 
Balata refugee camp in Nablus. A 
22 year-old from el-Bireh was was 
shot in the neck and leg during 
clashes near the Ramallah munici- 
pality. 

At the Tulkarm refugee camp, 
soldiers clashed with protesters and. 
according to Arab reports, shot and 
wounded three people. The IDF 


confirmed two casualties. Palestin- 
ians said soldiers surrounded an 
Unrwa school for two hours after 
pupils joined the protests, which be- 
gan in the early moming. A curfew 
was clamped on the camp. 

The onrest sparked a strike and 
demonstrations in Tulkarm, and a 
Ss gaa was wounded by gun- 


In Nablus, a soldier was wounded 
in the face when rocks were thrown 
at an IDF lookout post, local resi- 
‘dents said. In Hebron, two passen- 
gers were injured when a bus was 
stoned.

On a recent visit to Roma- 
nia, westem businessmen, muffled 
against the biting cold inside the 
building, scanned the boards anx- 
Ἰουδὶν for their flights as they 
swapped stories of trying to do busi- 
ness in chifly hotel rooms, offices 
and factories. 

For the sixth straight winter, Ro- 
manians are facing chronic short- 
ages of everything, including food, 
as the country's autocratic leader 
Nicolae Ceausescu diveris most of 
the country’s resources to paying off 
its foreign debts. 

Meanwhile, imports have been 
cut to the barest essentials and these 


do not include badly needed new 
power-generating equipment to re- 
place the country’s antiquated 
Coa deer 
PPAUSESCR eed five years ago 
that the $10 billion debt must be 
paid off in five years, and this has 
almost been achieved, though at a 
heavy price in human deprivation. 
As virtually all fresh food is sold 
to the West for hard , Ro- 
manians wait in long queues for un- 
saleable parts, such as pig's trotters 
and sheep heads, when they are 
available. 
Pig’s trotters, which are virtually 
unexportable, are popularly re- 


ferred to as “patriots.” since they 
never leave their homeland. 

“T have seen fresh meat only half 
a dozen times this year.” one for- 
eign resident said. 

Despite promises from the leader- 
ship that there will be more food for 
everyone next year, the 1989 pro- 
duction programme just published 
makes it clear that many staples, 
such as cooking oil and sugar, will 
continue to be rationed. 

For sugar, the ration is slightly 
over one kilogram, and less than a 
litre of oil per person per month. 

Foreigners living in Romania, 
particularly students from Third 


World countries. were making regu- 
lar food-buying trips across the bor- 
der to Bulgaria until a few weeks 
ago. when they were stopped by cus- 
toms authorities there who appar- 
antly feared this could cause short- 
ages in their country. 

Potatoes are virtually unobtain- 
able for Romanians without rela- 
tives in the country cultivating tiny 
private plots, or without access ta 
luxury goods such as coffee and 
American cigarettes, available only 
on the black market, which are trad- 
ed like hard currency. 

Coffee is so much sought after 
that prostitutes are happy to take it 
as payment, according to ἃ Western 
Press report quoting long-distance 
truck-drivers. One driver was 
quoted as saying a quarter-kilo 
packet of coffee, costing around $5 
in the West, would be an acceptable 
price for one night,

Reich says 
U.S. won’t 
push Israel 


into arms 
of the PLO

U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz has assured American Jewish 
leaders that the administration is ποῖ 
trying to bring Israel and the PLO 
together for direct talks, and still 
believes that a Jordanian-Palestin- 
ian option is a suitable subject for 
negotiations. 

The incoming chairman of the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations, 
Seymour Reich, heard these assur- 
ances last week in a meeting with 
1 Shultz, just after he had been elect- 
ed to succeed Morris Abram. 

Reich, who is a New York lawyer 
and president of B’nai B'rith Inter- 
national, is here this week with 
Abram for get-acquainted meetings 
with the new government. 

Reich said that Shultz promised at 
a recent Jewish leadership meeting 
that there would be no more meet- 
ings between the U.S. ambassador 
ia Tuais and PLO officials until the 
Bush administration takes office lat- 
er next month, There has been only 
one meeting so far. 


Seymour Reich 

Asked about the near-unanimous 
support among American Jewish 
leaders for the administration’s de- 
cision to hold a dialogue with the 
PLO. Reich said that “while many 
did not believe that Arafat had ut- 
tered the magic words, even after 
his fourth time at bat, the response 
of the community reflected a belief 
in Shultz’s sincerity and his support 
for Israel.” 

He said that Shultz had reiterated 
his opposition to an independent 
Palestinian state, because it would 
destabilize the region. “This implies 
that he is concerned about how Jor- 
dan's interests would be affected.”

Moscow, Leningrad rabbis arrive

For the first time since the Bol- 
shevik Revolution in 1917, rabbis of 
Moscow and Leningrad arrived in 
this country yesterday. 

A spokesman for the Foreign 
Ministry said that although the Sovi- 
et authorities had previously grant- 
ed visas to Israet for family visits and 
emigration purposes, this was the 
first time they had agreed to a visit 
by a group of religious leaders from 
Soviet cities. 

“The visit opens a narrow channel 
of direct contact between Israel and 
the large Jewish community of the 
Soviet Union,” said the spokesman, 
adding that it could be seen in the 
context of the improved atmosphere 
of Soviet-Israeli relations and espe- 
cially the new Soviet attitude to- 
wards the Jewish community. 

The Soviet-Jewish visitors are: 
Rabbi Adolf Avraham Shayevitch, 
of the Moscow community; Rabbi 
Boris Haim Levitis, of the Lenin- 
grad community; and Aharon Lit- 
van, the head of the Odessa commu- 
nity; as well as three other 
representatives of the three cities. 

They are here as guests of the 
Great Synagogue in Tel Aviv and 


are to remain in Israel for a 
fortmight. 

The three community leaders ap- 
peared at ease with their hosts. Both 
Shayevitch and Levitis speak He- 
brew well. and Litvan speaks 
Yiddish. 

Speaking in the airport's Red Car- 
pet Lounge, Litvan said an entire 
year can go by without a single bar 
mitzva being celebrated in Odessa’s 
one synagogue, which can accom- 
modate 800. Shabbat services are 
attended by 30 to 50 worshippers. 

Though the city has no mohel, he 
said. one is occasionally summoned 
from Riga, Chermowitz or Lenin- 
grad. Asked if the synagogue has a 
library with Jewish books. he said. 
“We would be happy to have more 
prayerbooks.” ς 

A brighter picture was painted by 
the rabbis of Moscow and Lenin- 
grad, both of whom completed their 
studies in the Rabbinical Seminary 
of Budapest. 

Levitis said that he bad recently 
received permission to teach He- 
brew and Jewish studies, although 
not to children. 

“The adults are like children,” he 
said, referring to their knowledge of 
Jewish subjects. He added that he 


hoped to make his synagogue a cen- 
tre for Jewish culture. : 

In Lenin, . there is a minyan 
every morning, with 50 to 100 in the 
main synagogue on Shabbat and 
more on holidays. Those wha go to 
synagogue are largely influenced by 
the Habad hassidim and the syna- 
gogue uses the hassidic tite, he said. 

Though the number of worship- 
pers was larger in Moscow, Shaye- 
vitch said one had to bear in mind 
that the present situation was the 
result of 70 years of anti-religious 
activity. Even after the recent liber- 
alization, one did not see more peo- 
ple in synagogue. he said. 

“But thank God things are better 
now. We are on the way to democ- 
racy. not just for the Jews, but for 


- everyone.” 


Asked whether he was still a 
member of the Soviet anti-Zionist 
Committee, Shayevitch said quietly, 
“The committee no longer exists.” 

Levitis said it had ποῖ been diffi- 
cult to get permission for the visit. 

Last night, the group still had no 
definite schedule, although they 
hoped to meet with the chief rabbis. 

“The mere fact that I am here is 
enough,” said Levitis.

On Jaffa Road yesterday, pedes- 
trians seemed to take the explosion 
in stride. “They [terrorists] can try 
all they want,” said Yossi Cohen as 
he bought a pair of pants in the store 
closest to the bombing.

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YESTERDAY'S 5 per cent devaluation was 
the first major decision by the new finance 
minister, Shimon Peres, since assuming of- 
fice: and his first wrong one. But it was the 
Governor of the Bank of Israel, Michael Bru- 
πο, who had prevailed on Mr. Peres to take 
that decision. The finance minister, for all his 
long political experience, was apparently un- 
able to do otherwise than accept the path 
offered by the official economic adviser to the 
government. 

For Prof. Bruno, however, yesterday's de- 
cision was not his first bad error during his 
advisory career. Businessmen and speculators 
-will probably continue to put still heavier 
pressure on the foreign exchange markets, 
now that they have received a clear official 
signal that the government has lost its ability 
to steer the economy in the direction it wants 


te go. 

During the last two years the Governor has 
completely failed to persuade the commercial 
banks to cut their profit margins. Interest 
rates have remained high throughout the peri- 
od for borrowers, while depositors received 
much lower rates for their money. These ex- 
tremely high interest rates have harmed indus- 
try as well as other sectors, while the banking 

. System waxed fat. Prof. Bruno, however, pre- 
fered to emphasize that the main problem was 
former finance minister Moshe Nissim’s ad- 
herence to a policy of fixed exchange rates. 

He asked for a devaluation last July, before 
the election campaign got cme dd but 
when refused by Mr. Nissim he made his 
public during November.

He himself has admitted that he was 
wrong to advise the late Yehoshua Rabino- 
witz, then the finance minister, to devalue the 
pound by 10 per cent in September 1975, and 
he was also a key supporter of the policy of 
creeping deyaluations that was in force from 
1975 to 1977, and that totally failed. 

It is true that Prof. Bruno, an economist of 
international renown, was the architect of the 
Economic Stabilization Programme of July 
1985; and the country is indebted to him for 
that achievement. But the Governor, who has 
been critical in recent months of a policy that 
he viewed as stuck in a rut, seems himself to 
be the victim of an outmoded dogma -- that 
eve uation is a tranquilizer, and not a stinu-

All parties with less than 4 per 
cent of the vote would, however, 
have received one seat less than they 
actually obtained. A small increase 
in the threshold τὸ Σ per cent, along 
with Imperiali, would have given Li- 
kud 46, Labour 42, and would have 
eliminated five parties. 


WITH A 5 per cent threshold and 
the existing d"Hondt divisors, many 
more parties would have been shut 
out entirely, drastically undercut- 
ting the proportional nature of Isra- 
el’s electoral system. 


With the actual votes received, 
doth large parties would have re- 
ceived fewer seats than with Imper- 
iali. aan Worse, from the standpoint of 
. facilitating coalition-building. if 
Shas, Aguda, and the National Reli- 
gious Party had succeeded in putting 
aside their differences and present- 
ing a common list in order to surpass 
the 5 per cent threshold, this bloc 
‘ would have won 18 seats, instead of 
the 16 the three parties combined 
actually received.

THE APPELLANT was convicted 
jin the Tel Aviv District Court of 
attempted rape. committing an in- 
decent act by force, and assault with 
intent to commit a felony, in contra- 
vention of sections 345 and 32:

The second occasion is 
Christmas Eve. At some point 
after enduring the hard hand of 
Christians for having crucified 
their Lord, Jews somewhere in 
Europe decided that the night 
on which Christians celebrate 
Jesus's birthday should not be 
sanctified by study of Tora. 
And what better way of avoid- 
ing the temptation of Tora 
study than by distracting one- 
self with the “unJewish” pas- 
time of playing cards for cash 
stakes! 

Here, too, we see the Jewish 
genius for wordplay, A Latin 
designation for Christmas is 
“Dies Natalis-Nativity Day.” 
The consonants “nti” are the 
initial letters of the Yiddish 
“nit toren lernen-not allowed to 
learn.“ Hence "Nirl.” ἃ desig- 
nation for Christmas among 
Yiddish-speaking Jews. 

Christmas Eve is also called 
“Di blinde nachi-The blind 
night” in Yiddish. 

According to the dean of 
Jewish folklorists, Jerusalem's 
Prof. Dov Noy, this refers to 
the “duty” ta “blind” one's 
eyes to Tora this night. 

But the dean of Yiddishists, 
Jerusalem's Prof. Dov Sadan, 
Tecalls that in his native Brody, 
on the Holy Night devout 
Christians would go “blindly” - 
without torches to light their 
way — to the river to immerse 
themselves ritually.

THE DAY on which rain falls, 
says the Midrash. is greater 
than the day on which the Tora 
was given. For Tora is a joy for 
the Jews, whereas rain is a joy 
for all the world, including the 
beasts and fowl. 

But too much rain is “too 
much of a good thing.” When 
Honi the Circle-drawer, a tal- 
mudic prototype of Rip van 
Winkle, prayed for an end to a 
drought (Taanit 23a), Heaven 
answered with a downpour that 
seemed about to flood the 
world. Asking for the rain to 
end, he uttered a prayer which, 
in slightly expanded form, is 
printed in some prayerbooks 
and is one we might usefully 
utter any day of the year, rain 
or shine. Here is my modified 
composite version: 

“Master of the Universe: Let 
Your compassion prevail over 
Your wrath: treat Your people 
Israel, whom You delivered 
from Egypt, mercifully.

PAUL NEWMAN returns behind 
the camera to direct his wife, Joanne 
‘Woodward, in a new screen version 
of the Tennessee Williams play The 
Glass Menagerie. scheduled to open 
on Friday. 

The Williams play has been 
filmed twice since its Broadway pre- 
miere in 1945 -- once in 1950 with 
Gertrude Lawrence and Kirk Dous- 
las, and a 1973 television production 
with Katharine Hepburn. 

This new version stars Joanne 
‘Woodward as the flighty St. Louis 
matron Amanda Winger. and Karen 
Allen (Raiders of the Lost Ark and 
Animal House) as her crippled re- 
clusive daughter. Laura. Newman 
has previously directed Woodward 
in Rachel. Rachel and Harry and 


Son. 
?Fohn Malkovich, last seen on 
screen in Empire of the Sun, plays 


Laura's brother Tom. the character 
Williams based on himself. James 
Naughton (An American Werewolf 
in London) is the “Gentleman Call- 
er” whom Tom brings into the 
household. with disastrous results. 

The film grew out of a stage pro- 
duction of the ρίαν. starring Wood- 
ward, Allen and Naughton. which 
Newman saw at the Williamstown 
Theatre Festival two years ago. 

“When I saw Joanne and Karen 
do The Glass Menagerie on the stage 
in Williamstown, I thought it would 
be shameful not to have ἃ perma- 
nent record of their performance in 
this great play,” savs Newman, who 
himself acted in the Broadway and 
film versions of the Williams dra- 
mas, Cat on A Hor Tin Roof and 
Sweet Bird of Youth.

CONCERT. A Festive Programme 
of international choral music pre- 
sented by seven choirs from Europe, 
the U.S. and Israel. Music director: 
Henry Klausner. Jerusalem, Sher- 
over Theatre, December 25. 


THIS CONCERT is an annual un- 
dertaking of the Ministry of Tour- 
ism, under whose auspices foreign 
choral groups are encouraged to vis- 
it Israel to sing in Bethlehem’s Man- 
ger Square on Christmas Eve and 
then to make other appearances 
around the country. 

The evening opened with all the 
choirs singing Mozart's Ave Verum 
and the Israefi canon, V’lehuda 
Le'Olam Teshev, under the direc- 
tion of Henry Klausner, The tone 
was immediately set for an evening 
of good feliowship and mutual un- 
derstanding through music. 

The first individual performance 
was given by the Chamber Choir of 
the Jerusalem Rubin Academy of 
Music, the only really professional 
choir on the programme. Under 
conductor Aharon Harlap, they of- 
fered four selections, ending with a 
fine piece by Israeli composer Ye- 
huda Engel. This ensemble was the 
smallest to appear, but it set a stan- 
dard of choral tone and finesse 
which the other groups found it hard 


to equal. 
- The two groups that came closest 
were from Geneva -- the Pueri Chil- 


dren’s Choir and Alauda, an adult 
chorus. Both are under the aegis of 
the city’s Conservatoire Populaire de 
Musique and directed by Jean Louis 
Rebut. Both created a wonderful 
impression with folk-songs and se- 
lections by Rebut himself, Poulenc 
and others. Excellent intonation 
and elegant style were the hallmark 
of both choirs. 

Spain was represented by two 
groups -- Orfeon Cacereneo, con- 
ducted by Trinida Leon Berdion. 
and the Coro Los Veteranos, led by 
Amado Martinez de Iturrate. The 
first is a large mixed choir, which 
appeared in colourful national cos- 
tume, and the second, a male en- 
semble. Both appear to be amateur 
groups, who sing the music of their 
country with vigour and enthusiasm.

CHARLES DUTOIT rates today 
among the great conductors of our 
time. in the frst Part of this concert. 
he fully measured up to his reputa- 
tian; in the second, however. he dis- 
appointed, though this was perhaps 
not entirely his fault. 

The first part of the concert was 
devoted to the beauty of sound. 
Slowly and softly Dutoit introduced 
us to the pleasures of French im- 
pressionism. The performance of 
Debussy’s “Prelude” reminded me 
of the lines of the French poet Ste- 
phan Mallarmé (1842-1898) who 
wrote: “Ah, nuance alone — unites 
dream with dream and flute with 
horn.” The “Prelude™ was indeed a 


dream -- an auditory delight created 
by the inspired playing of the flute, 
the clarinet, the harp and the horn, 
all fused together with the strings 
into exquisite sonority. 

Next came Franck’s monumental 
symphony. Again sound seemed at 
the centre of Dutoit's attention. The 
“Prelude and the symphony pro- 
duced a “new™ sound. All the heavi- 
ness and weight and harsh bowing. 
to which we are occasionally treated 
in performances of Beethoven and 
Brahms. were gone. Sound seemed 
light, weightless. Instead of being 
pulled down, it rose. as if freed from 
gravity. In addition to his rewarding 
treatment of sound, Dutoit at the 
same time reacted excitingly to 
Franck’s architectural design, stress- 
ing the unifying ideas of the whole 
symphony and the logical evolution 
of the cyclic form. The symphony 
was a delight. 

The second part of the concert 
was a let down. Lalo’s cello concerto 
is rightly neglected. It is an insignifi- 
cant work with meagre musical con- 
tent and whoever thought it a good 
choice. erred. Perhaps a cellist of 
excellence as a Rostropovitch could 
have made this music attractive. Ha- 
ran could not. His tone shrunk and 
his dynamics were struck in an un- 
changing mezzo-forte and there was 
no emotional involvement. The 
whole performance. both as music 
and interpretation was a great bore. 

What really surprised, however, 
was. the lack of. excitement in-“La- 
Valse”. This work a Telates a 
grim tale. Before World War I, Vi- 
ennese society was gripped by waltz 
frenzy. Ravel's “Valse”, symbolis- 
ing society, emerges slow and shad- 
owy and then reaches a peak before 
a terrible process of disintegration 
and cataclysmic collapse sets in. All 
this should make us shiver. Yet Du- 
toit's performance was merely a wa- 
tered-down. superficial version of 
this rather shattering piece. 

Perhaps the orchestra did not co- 
operate willingly enough or found 
the total lack of enthusiasm on the 
part of our audience in the first half, 
dispiriting. At all events. the mes- 
sage of “La Valse” which actually 
pertains to every society closing its 
eves to impending disaster, re- 
mained untold.

Legacy ofa 
nightingale 


Ya'acov Lamdan 


THE LATE FARID el-Atrash, the 
“Nightingale of the East," was the 
leading male singer and balladeer of 
the Arab world until his death at 60, 
just 14 ycars ago. His songs have 
since become very popular in [srael. 
with some of them now being given 
prominence in performances by one 
of Israel's leading singers. Yardena 
Arazi. 

As on each anniversary of his 
death. the admirers in Cairo of the 
Lebanese-born Druze minstre! and 
film actor are observing the occasion 
with public events and a revival of 
his recordings. while here in Israel 
the Baghdad-born musician, Yitz- 
hak Aviezer, has helped Arazi pre- 
pare an album of songs inspired and 
composed by El-Atrash. 

Fans of both Yardena Arazi and 
Farid el-Atrash had a field day last 
week when ITV's Arabic transmis- 
sion featured the songs in its Weekly 
Magazine, For her part, Yardena 
has become popular in recent 
months in the Arab world for her 
public condemnation of Israel's pol- 
icy in the administered territories. 
while many of Farid’s 500 songs are 
featured on Israel radio in response 
to requests from listeners. 

Last year’s Farid el-Atrash com- 
memoration was held at the Acade- 
my of Music in Cairo. and the insti- 
tution’s president compared the 
singer with the great medieval Ara- 
bic minstrel Ibrahim Ibn el-Huda, 
the brother of the famed Caliph of 
Baghdad, Haroun el-Rashid of the 
Thousand and One Nights. 

El-Atrash came from an aristo- 
cratic family, his father being an 
emir. and his grandfather the sultan 
of Lebanon's Druse community. He 
lived most of his life in Cairo, after 
the failure of the abortive Druse 
revolt against the French colonial 
regime in Lebanon forced his family 
to flee to Egypt. He started his ca- 
Teer in night-clubs and rose rapidly.

in the meanwhile engaging in nu- 
merous romances including one 
with an aristocratic Egyptian girl 
called Narriman who chose, instead. 
to marry King Farouk. 

Farid died of a heart attack in 
Beirut on Christmas eve in 1974 and 
hundreds of his Druse fans in Leba- 
non demonstrated against his being 
taken back to Cairo for burial. but 
his family decided to honour his last 
wish in that respect.

INFINITY. spirituality, creativity 
and morality are to be the comer- 
stones of a very special city, to be 
called Rose of the Galilee, which 
pianist-author Naomi Babad is try- 
ing to change from dream to reality. 
About a year ago, when her book 
Touch the Darkness Creative the 
Light was published, she talked 
about her dream city in an interview 
with The Jerusalem Post and 
aroused considerable public inter- 
est, “People wanted to contribute 
money. but [ hadn't yet established 
a foundation to accept donations.” 
she said. That foundation is now 
being created. and plans to make 
Rose of the Galilee a reality by the 
year 2000 have come a Jong way. 
“When you come to Tel Aviv. 
yOu see restaurants, stores and 
banks more than anything else, as if 
those were the highest priorities.” 
she said. “My idea 15 to create a city 
in which the priorities will be the 
right ones. If in the Middle Ages the 
church was the tallest building and 
lay it's the office building. in this 
he highest building will be 
the spintual centre. There work will 
be done on solving international 
problems and bringing about world 


The next lowest level will be ab- 
stract studies like logic or compara- 
tive religion, then scientific re- 
search, then emotional needs like 
the arts. At the bottom of the spiral 
will be the day-to-day néeds. Tepre- 
sented by shopping centres. restau- 
rants. banks. and so on.” 

Babad sees the project as a part- 
nership between Israelis and Dias- 
pora Jewry. and has already en- 


gaged the interest of the American 
Jewish Congress and other organi- 
zations. Since she spends part of her 
time in Israel and the rest in Chica- 
go, her main contact is with U.S. 
Jewry and with people here, but she 
hopes to arouse interest in the pro- 
ject in Europe, South America and 
South Africa as well. “I want to 
interest schoolchildren through es- 
say contests and drawing contests. in 
the hope that some of them will 
come to live in the city when they 
grow up, she says.” 

Babad hopes soon to announce a 
competition for architects. who will 
be invited τὸ create a master plan for 
the city. “Creating a city isn't like 


- making instant coffee.” she says. 


“You have to live it. grow with it. 1 
see the 10 years it will take to build 
the city as equivalent to the 40 years 
of wandering in the desert.~ 

The idea first came to Babad 
when she was a graduate student of 
music at Cornell in 1972. She hesi- 


. fated to propose the idea publicly. 


until a heart attack made her very 
aware of her own mortality, leaving 
her with the feeling that she must try 
to bring her ideas to fruition before 
it was too late. 

When she was here last year, she 
found a site near Safed which 
seemed perfect for her city. Then, 
finding that people weren't laughing: 
jn her face - and that some were 
even willing to invest financially in 
the idea -- she became convinced 
that Rose of the Galilee was going 
to be a reality.

= three months ago, everything 
᾿ seemed to be going well for Saddam 
Hussein. Iraq’s president. He had 
forced Iran to sue for peace in the 
Gulf war; he was developing leader- 
ship ambitions in the Arab world; he 
_ Was in total control of his country 
and had set out to consolidate that 
- hold .with a ferocious campaign 
Ἂν against Kurdish rebels. 

With an eye on the future, Sad- 
dam appeared to be promoting his 
family as a ruling dynasty. The peo- 
ἡ “ ple closest to him — several of his 
“+, "3y ministers and military commanders 
τι 7 had married his relations. His el- 
~ "® derson, Odeh, who at the age of 25 

"i, Was president of Saddam University 

* and head.of Iraq's Olympic Com- 
οὐ mittee, was being groomed as a pos- 

sible successor. 
* Since the summer, not everything 
has gone quite according to plan. 
With the ‘Geneva peace talks with 
Iran still stalled, the outcome of the 
war is looking less like a famous 
victory for Iraq, while the interna- 
“i tional reaction to Iraq's use of chem- 
. ical weapons against the ‘Kurds 
caught Saddam off guard. 

At home, the president has had to 
contend with unexpected ructions 
. , Surrounding his son.‘On October 18, 
κὸν ἢ Odeh killed a much-loved body- 
τ guard. Saddam's wrath was terrible. 
A rift had been created in the infor- 
* mal family of retainers which is the 
best guarantee of the Iraqi regime's 
security, and Saddam's plans for the 
' Succession had been shattered. 

On November 21, Saddam or- 
dered the minister of justice to in- 
vestigate the killing, saying that it 
was his constitutional responsibility 
to enforce justice and that nobody 
could be exempted. Although Odeb 
* kas since been released from jail, 
there is no doubt that the incident 
has been an embarrassment. 

The episode says much about Sad- 
dam. He is vain and ruthless but 
apparently uncorrupt and, by his 
rp own standards, fair. However, the 
_. country he mules has a bloody histo- 
“ry. its people are split into religious 

and ethnic groups whose relations 
with each other have been marked 
by rebellion and massacre. The con- 
ventional wisdom of its own citizens 
and Westemers in the county is 
that Iraq can be ruled only harshly.

ritain has agreed to double. to 
£340m. (S646m.)}, the sums it will 
guarantee for trade with Iraq in 
1989. the Japanese and Germans. 
with respectively $6b. and $3b. out- 
Standing, are intent on shrinking 
their debts. 

The fact is that the real con- 
straints on Iraq's development are 
not short-term financial but long- 
term structural. The country is 
poorer agriculturally than it seems. 
The {and around the Tigris and Ev- 
phrates is quite unlike the intensive- 
ly cultivated Nile delta. Much of the 
land is saline. It is likely that the 
flow of the Euphrates will be greatly 
reduced in future by irrigation pro- 
jects in Turkey and Syria. What is 
more, Iraq lacks labour to increase 
agricultural output greatly. 


THE GOVERNMENT has been 
trying to stimulate other sectors of 
the economy, services and industry 
since Jast year by abandoning social- 
ist dogma. In early 1987, Saddam 
Hussein formalized a change which 
had been under way for some time 
by announcing that the private sec- 
tor was to be encouraged to play a 
role in the economy. The govern- 
ment felt that private businessmen 
could run small factories and other 
enterprises more efficiently than it 
could itself, and it needed their re- 
sources. Equally important, Sad- 
dam thought that the development 
of the private sector would create a 
new body with an interest in the 
maintenance of his regime. 

Since the new policy was an- 
nounced, the state has sold all its 
agro-industrial enterprises, and 
many of the country’s small fac- 
tories, at prices which are attractive 
to any war contractor who has mon- 
ey abroad. Capital from the Gulf is 
welcome and, in certain cases, 
‘Western companies will be allowed 
to invest. If the private sector uses 
its own foreign currency held 
abroad, it may now run importing 
businesses. Early this year, price 
controls were lifted on all goods ex- 

24 basic commodities. 

None of this is likely to produce 
the economic revolution which the 
Traqi government wants. Retailers 
have reacted in predictable fashion 
by forming cartels to raise prices, 
and controls have been re-imposed 
on some items. The owners of priva- 
tized industries seem likely to ex- 
tract as much profit as they can from 
.their companies, and re-invest little 
in expansion. Their cautious in- 
stincts are reinforced by long-term 
political uncertainty and a battery of 
awkward regulations. It is difficult 
for anyone who does not have his 
own stock of foreign exchange to 
import. The Iraqi dinar is four or 
five times overvalued. Nobody may 
leave the country without authority. 

The government acknowledges all 
these problems but says it has no 
choice but to try to exploit the pri- 
vate sector's resources. What is nev- 
er said officially is that the political 
system of Iraq will not allow real 
development of private business. 

Saddam's rule is too brutal. Those 
who have challenged the president, 
with his extraordinary cult of per- 
sonality, have been executed. Gov- 
emment officials and ministers who 
are found guilty of corruption suffer 
the same fate. Those charged with 
corruption since the beginning of 
last year include the mayor of Bagh- 
dad, who was hanged, and the min- 
ister of health, who was dismissed in 
May along with 22 other senior offi- 
cials. He, too, is now reliably re- 
ported to be dead — the second man 
in the job to have lost his life in the 
last five years. 


Even businessmen used to mak-. 


ing long-term investments might 
hesitate to commit their capital to 
industries in a society such as this. 
The fact that foreign newspapers are 
banned for all but government min- 
isters, while ownership of telexes. 
computers and even typewriters is 


. closely controlled, inhibits contact 


with the outside world and restricts 
the flow of ideas. Most Iraqis are 
nervous even of meeting foreigners. 
Clearly, no Iraqi entrepreneur 
would ever feel free to question the 
government's economic policy. _

IRAQ'S RECENT move to allow 
the formation of new political par- 
ties is a ploy designed to appease 
Western Public opinion while pre- 
serving Saddam Hussein's iron grip 
on the country in the wake of the 
Gulf war, says Ofra Banjio of Tel 
Aviv University’s Dayan Centre. 

Saddam Hussein fast month an- 
nounced in a televised address that 
his Ba'ath Party, which has ruled 
unchallenged for more than 20 
years, would allow the formation of 
a multi-party system: 

Banjio says that Hussein, who has 
been president since 1979, indeed 
has been planning the process for ἃ 
tong time. But his central motive is 
not to bring democracy to Baghdad. 
“Hussein knows that after eight 
years of war there will be criticism 
and pressures on the government 
and this is intended as a pre-emptive 
measure,” she said. 

On ἃ second front, the move is 
aimed at satisfying world public 
opinion, Banjio said, after the 
worldwide criticism directed against 
Traq for its use of chemical weapons 
against its own citizens. 

Hussein is also interested in pla- 
cating the Kurds, whose traditional 
slogans have been democracy for 
Iraq and autonomy for their moun- 
tain region. 

Nevertheless, there have been no 
indications so far that Lraq is moving 
towards any sort of political democ- 
racy, even though economic pres- 
sures have prompted a certain de- 
gree of economic liberalization. 
“Unlike in Eastern Europe there is 
no sign of glasnast,” says Banjio. 
“Take an Lraqi newspaper. In the 
Soviet Union, there has been a blos- 
soming of letters to the editor 
against the government. In Iraq, the 
newspaper is the mouthpiece of the 
government and nothing more.” 

Iraqi universities have created 
glasnost walls like those in the Sovi- 
et Union with one difference: in the 
Soviet Union, the student may write 
his comments anonymously, but not 
in Iraq. Indeed, Hussein's reasons 
for opening up new political parties 
are entirely pragmatic, even machi- 
avellian, Banjio said. 

His main goal is to weaken the 
three groups that might challenge 
his totalitarian rule: the army, his 
own Ba'ath party and the Kurdish 
minority. Allowing for the creation 
of new “pseudo” rival parties will 
give top army officers a bigger role 
in the regime. sapping some of the 
Ba'ath party's power. 

At the same time, giving top army 
men ἃ, legitimate arena for political 
activity would lessen the possibility, 
however remote. of a military coup 
in the difficult postwar years ahead. 
“It’s a balancing act, a game of 
marionettes, playing the army 
against the Ba'ath party.” said Ban- 
jio. “And the person behind it all is 
Saddam Hussein. operating the 
marionettes as he wants.”

From monologue to dialogue 


a public discussion with a PLO official 
in Cairo last weekend may have gener- 
ated controversy at home, but the mav-

BAALBEK, Lebanon — Scantily- 
dressed dancers are long gone and 
the last liquor store was blown up six 
years ago in Baalbek, the Lebanese 
capital of Shi'ite fundamentalism. 

Tourists no longer flock to this 
Bekaa Valley city — located in Leba- 
non’s hashish area — to visit the mag- 
nificent Roman ruins or sip Ksara 
wine in the Palmyra Hotel. 

On the surface at least. life in 
Baalbek is governed by the dictates 
of Ayatollah Khomeini’s stern 
brand of Islamic fundamentalism. 

Wearing make-up or jewelry in 
public is taboo. So is singing and 
dancing at mixed gatherings. But 
when the sun goes down and the 
doors are locked, the black chador 
robes that Shi'ite women wear in 
public are discarded in favour of 
Shorts and strapless tops, make-up 
and perfume. 

“People think we're made of 
stone just because we cover our- 
selves with chadors. But we're not. 
We're ready to do anything to 
please our husbands.” said Selma, a 
housewife from the Shi'ite slums of 
south Beirut. 


Before Lebanon's civil war erupt- 
ed in 1975, Baaibek was a cultural 
centre where dance and theatrical 
festivals were held in the breathtak- 
"ing Roman amphitheatres. Now the 
Tuins echo Islamic slogans during 


“Death to America! Death to Isra- 
el!” are regular denunciations. The 
amphitheatres have also been used 
as mortar positions.

Stronger after reshuffle

JORDAN'S URBANE, cigar-puff- 
ing Prime Minister Zeid al-Rifa'i ap- 
pears to have emerged stronger 
from last week's cabinet reshuffle, 
diplomats said. The reshuffle, the 
fifth since Rifa’i took office in April 
1985, brought one of King Hussein's 
key advisers, Marwan Kassem, into 
the cabinet as deputy prime minister 
and foreign minister. 

Kassem, who was born in Am- 
man, replaced Taher al-Masri, a 
Palestinian from the West Bank 
town of Nablus. Field Marshal Sha- 
rif Zeid bin-Shaker ended a 12-year 
stint as armed forces commander to 
replace Kassem as royal court chief 
and also became the king’s special 
adviser for army affairs. No one was 
named as new armed forces com- 
mander. Adnan abu Odeh, whose 
previous post of royal court minister 
was abolished, became the king's 
political adviser. 

The king gave Rifa’i, 52, a ringing 
personal endorse- -: 3 
ment this month io - 
an interview with 
the Kuwaiti news- 
paper Al-Siyassa: 
“Rifa‘i has 
achieved much and 
it is unfair to bur- - 
den him with the 
government's nega- 
tive Tesponsibilives 
as these were here 
before," he said, 
apparently refer- Jordanian 
ring to criticism of 
the government over Jordan's eco- 
nomic problems. “‘Rifa’i was able to 
carry out his duties the way we 
wanted him to and there is no inten- 
tion of replacing him,” the king 
added. 


DIPLOMATS NOTED that such 
public st from the king was 
Ticeaals tbe said it reflected his 
trust in a man who was a boyhood 
friend and had remained a close ad- 
viser in and out of office. “ἘΠΕῚ 
must surely rank now as one of the 
strongest prime ministers Jordan 
has had,” one Western diplomat 
said. 

A Jordanian analyst said Kassem 
would bolster the cabinet: “Having 
a foreign minister like that who is 
very close to the king will strengthen 
the government,” hei said.

A government source said the 
cabinet’s domestic priority would be 
to restore confidence in the reces- 
sion-hit economy.

1985 reconciliation with Damascus, 
when he used his close ties with 
Syrian leaders to dispel years of ten- 
sion over Jordan’s backing for anti- 
Syrian Moslem rebels and conflicts 
over Middle East peace moves. 

A U.S.-trained graduate in inter- 
national relations, Rifa’i has helped 
to keep Jordan on good terms with 
most other Arab and Islamic coun- 
tries, while maintaining its close ties 
with the United States and Western 
Europe. He came to power deter- 
mined to prompt the private sector 
to take a more active role in Jor- 
dan’s struggle to cope with econom- 
ic problems triggered by falling oil 

ices. 
But the economy remains in the 
doldrums, foreign 
exchange reserves 
ae have run down, the 
current account 
deficit has risen and 
@ the dinar has lost 
about half its dollar 
value this year. Ri- 
fa’i's government 
has now floated the 


ports of some luxu- 
Ty items and simpli- 
fied industrial 
licensing procedures. It is about to 
unveil what has been billed as an 
austerity budget for 1989 to try to 
bring order to public finances weak- 
ened by a decline in Arab aid and 
remittances. 

Rifa’i, who previously served as 
prime minister from May 1973 to 
July 1976. the youngest incumbent 
in Jordan’s history, has shown little 
tolerance for dissent. He clashed 
with opponents in the now-dissolved 
lower house of parliament who criti- 
cized his government for corrup- 
tion, secrecy and financial misman- 
agement. Using his power as 
Jordan’s military governor under 
martial law rules m force since 1967, 
he dissolved the Writers League in 
August 1987 and has since kept the 
press on a tight rem. 

He is a member of Jordan's Sen- 
ate (upper house of parliament) and 
owns 2 big, modern farm in the Jor- 
dan Vailey; his family is firmly en-

Electric Corp. 
beats bourse 
blues 


TEL AVIV - The Israel Electric 
Corporation got its timing right by 
one day tc muss yesterday's falls on 
the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange. In a 
strong showing Monday, it sold NIS 
139 million worth of bonds at a price 
considerably higher than the utili- 
ty’s opening offer. 

The Electric Corp. put the bonds 
up for sale at 90 points (90% of their 
value), but investors’ demand drove 
up the price to 91.5 points. Buyer 
enthusiasm allowed the utility to in- 
crease the size of the issue beyond 
its NIS 110 million minimum. 

Another NIS 110 million in Elec- 
tric Corp. bonds will be offered to- 
day, but the utility hopes to attract 
enough interest to sell off an addi- 
tional NIS 80 million worth, accord- 
ing to spokesman Rafi Ben-Sfira. 
Such a sale would close out the issue 
which is the largest in Israel's histo- 
ry, except for Treasury bonds. 

The Electric Corp. went into 
Monday’s offer with such confi- 
dence that it dispensed with an un- 
derwriter, saving some NIS 3m. in 
fees, The remainder of the issae will 
be underwritten by Bank Leumi and 
Bank Hapoalim. 

This is the utility's second bond 
issue. In mid: rember, the Elec- 
tric Corp. sold NIS 95 million in 
bonds at a slightly better price -- 92 
points — than Monday's.

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Trading halted after devaluation

Share prices plunged yesterday as 
the Tel sey Stock Exchange (Tase) 
was hit by a series of shocks that 
followed each other faster than the 
market participants could absorb. 

The day began with a radio report 
that the Bank of Israel had proposed 
imposing 8 capital gains tax on the 
stock exchange, in line with the She- 
shinski commission's recommends- 
tions. The proposal had reportedly 
been presented to the new finance 
minister. This triggered a selling 
wave, as such reports always do, and 
only a firm denial by Treasury direc- 
tor-general Victor Medina at mid- 
day caused a turn in the market's 
strong downward current. 

But shortly afterwards, trading 
was halted altogether. when news of 
the devaluation arrived on the ex- 
change floor.

been ieaked. Orders for the trading 
which did not take place - mainly 
the bank shares, and Treasury bills — 
were cancelled and must be renewed 
for today’s session. 

The day ended, therefore, in 
nouch the same state as it had begun, 
namely with confusion reigning and 
the outlook unclear. All that had 
changed was the source of. the 
confusion.

As the nation prepares for 
George Bush to take office as presi- 
dent January 20 on the crest of sev- 
en years of unbroken growth. no 
one knows what will happen next to 
the world’s biggest economy. Rea- 
gan administration forecasters say it 
will grow 3.5% next year but 40% of 
those who responded to a poll by the 
National Association of Business 
Economists predicted a recession. 

Those who predicted a recession 
after the October 1987 market crash 
turned out to be wrong. This year’s 
growth has reached nearly 3% in 
Spite of a severe drought last sum- 
mer that ravaged farm output.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — When 
Scott Brooks comes out for pre- 
game warm-ups, he looks more like 
a ballboy than a National Basketball 
Association player. : 

When he graduated from high 
school, Brooks received only one 
scholarship offer. And when his col- 
lege career was over, he was ignored 
by most professional scouts. The 5- 
foot-11 (1.80m) bundle of energy 
has battled his way to a spot on the 
Philadelphia 76ers roster and be- 
come a favourite with the city’s bas- 
ketball fans. 

The 76ers have been a favourite 
of the 75 kilogram Brooks, 2 native 
of California, since childhood. 
“Even though 1 grew up on the West 
Coast, the 76ers were my team,” he 
said. “Julius Erving was my hero 
and I've always been a Sixer fan. To 
be playing for them now is just 
terrific.” 


Making it to the NBA has not 
been easy, and Brooks admits he 
was very fortunate just to get a col- 
lege scholarship.

PLO executive 
backs Arafat as 
dissidents oppose 


The PLO executive committee 
has given its full backing to chair- 
man Yasser Arafat for statemenis 
he made in Geneva recognizing Isra- 
el and renouncing terrorism. In a 
statement issued yesterday after a 
three-day meeting in Baghdad, the 
committee also condemned anti- 
Arafat dissidents. 

Two hardline PLO factions issued 


a statement saying that Arafat’s re- . 


cent moves did not represent official 
PLO policy. George Habash’s Pop- 
ular Front for the Liberation of Pal- 
estine and Nayef Hawatmeh‘'s Dem- 
ocratic Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine said Arafat's remarks in 
Geneva “‘contradicted the resolu- 
tions adopted by the Palestine Na- 
tional Council.” 

“Arafat's Geneva statements do 
not commit the PLO to anything 
and they do not represent official 
policy.” the groups said. Key lead- 
ers from the hardline factions stayed 


. away from the Baghdad meeting. 


Referring to the hardliners, the 
executive committee “denounced 
the odd voices in the region which 
had been pushed into isolation by 
the [Palestinian] gains.” 

Ata news conference in Baghdad 
yesterday, Arafat welcomed the ini- 
tiation of contacts between the PLO 
and the U.S. 

“ America is one of the two super- 
powers and a permanent member of 
the UN Security Council...and 
nothing can be done without its ap- 


proval. 

“Basically, we are not facing Is- 
rael...we are facing the unlimited 
support it is getting from its strategic 
ally, the United States,” Arafat said 
after a ceremony at which he laid 


the foundation stone for a Palestin- 
ian embassy in Baghdad. 

Arafat said he expected a govern- 
ment-in-exile to include “personal- 
ities from inside and outside the oc- 
cupied Arab territories.” But he 
attacked a proposal by Prime Minis- 
ter Shamir for Palestinian elections 
in the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. “Shamir must under- 
stand he cannot create a beautiful 
bride from a monkey... he can beau- 
tify neither Camp David nor auton- 
omy.” 

Arafat strongly criticized an Is- 
raeli decision to confiscate any mon- 
ey from the PLO brought into the 
occupied territories, and said the ex- 
ecutive commitee had taken steps to 
counter the Israeli measures. 

“The decision is aimed at stran- 
gling the economy of our people, 
who have relatives everywhere out- 
side the occupied land,” he said. 

Following the executive commit- 
tee meeting, three PLO officials met 
in Amman yesterday with Prime 
Minisiter Zeid al-Rifa'i. The three — 
Mahmoud Abbas, Yasser Abed 
Rabbo and Abdul-Razzak al-Ya- 
hyia -- discussed “the deepening of 
Jordanian-Palestinian coopera- 
tion,” according to an official 
statement. 


Meanwhile, the PFLP voiced 
strong opposition yesterday to a 
proposed visit to Israel by Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak to pro- 
mote a dialogue between Israel and 
the PLO. In a statement telefaxed 
from Damascus to the Associated 
Press bureau in Nicosia, the PFLP 
calied on the Arabs and the Egyp- 
tian people to “boycott” the visit 
and declare a national day of 
mourning if it took place. 


‘Jordan inviting Syria, 
Egypt, Iraq to summit’

Jordan is planning to host a sum- 
mit with Egypt, Syria and [rag to 
help patch up relations between Syr- 
ia and her two chief rivals, according 
to a report in Abu Dhabi's al-Inihad 
newspaper yesterday. 

But sources close to the Jordanian 
Tegime said it seemed “far-fetched” 
to assume that Iraq's Saddam Hus- 
sein would attend such a meeting, 
were it to take place. 

Al-Ittihad said that Jordan's King 
Hussein was planning to host the 
summit meeting in Amman, and 
would travel to Damascus soon to 
finalize the details. There was no 
Official Jordanian comment on the 
Teport. 

A recent thaw in relations be- 
tween Egypt's Hosni Mubarak and 
Syria’s Hafez Assad has sparked 


speculation that the two leaders 
might make a formal reconciliation 
to clear the way for Egypt's readmis- 
sion to the Arab League. But Syria 
remains at odds with its other tradi- 
tional rival, Iraq, over Baghdad's 
support of anti-Syrian Christian 
groups in Lebanon. 

According to the al-Inthad report, 
Egyptian presidential adviser 
Osama el-Baz and Egypt's former 
Arab League secretary Mahmoud 
Riad were recently in Damascus to 
meet Assad, 

Damascus Radio said over the 
weekend that Syria was now pre- 
pared for a reconciliation with Cai- 
ro, and that Mubarak should not be 
held responsible for the deeds of his 
predecessor, the Jate Anwar Sadat, 
who signed a peace treaty with 
Israel. j

were shot and wounded in clashes 
with the IDF, and another person 
was hospitalized after being beaten 
during interrogation, Palestinian 
sources said. The IDF spokesman 
confirmed the casualties from gun- 
fire, and said he would check the 
beating report. 

The gunshot casualties included 
eight pupils from the Nuseirat refu- 
gee camp, who stoned soldiers near 
a school. Four others were shot in 
Khan Yunis and one in Rafah. A 
total of 15 people. were treated for 
beating and tear-gas injuries, a Pal- 
estinian reporter said. 

Meanwhile, Shifa Hospital in 
Gaza admitted 20-year-old Osama 
Sider of Gaza who was brought 
there from the Ansar Π jail. Sider 
told a reporter he was hit by a plain 
clothesman on December 17 during 
a tyre-burning incident. jailed and 


beaten unconscious. 

Sider said that after his arrest, he 
was taken to the Shaja’iya police 
station, kicked in the chest, and sent 
to Ansar II. He claimed he was 
blindfolded, handcuffed, interrogat- 


-ed repeatedly, and forced to stand in 


the cold and sometimes on one foot. 
He denied throwing stones, and was 
beaten unconscious. When he came

The heads of the Bank of Israel 
will follow closely the of 
foreign currency during the coming 
days.The central bank said that 
about half of the banks’ 
orders for foreign currency were 
cancelled after the devaluation was 
announced. 

Bruno demanded a devaluation of 
the shekel last July, but was turned 
down by former finance minister 
Moshe Nissim. 

Bruno defended the devaluation 
saying that there was no other alter- 
native. He told reporters that there 
was concem that intensive pur- 
chases of foreign currency would 
continue in the coming days.

In the next few davs, therefore, 
we can expect the public to continue 
to buy foreign exchange — paying 
5% more than last week, but still 
cheap compared with the price it 
will be expected to pay next month. 

This 5% devaluation seems to be 
a point of no return, with the way 
forward fraught with dangers. The 
inevitable accelerating inflation, 
such as occurred during the 705 and 
805, will ultimately require emer- 
gency measures to deal with prob- 
Jems that previously had not existed. 

Peres, as a professional, was sup- 
posed to take over the Treasury 
well-prepared to deal with the eco- 
nomic problems. He was not sup- 
posed to conduct public consulta- 
tions with leaders of all sectors. He 
has lost precious time during his first 
five days in office by allowing the 
public to dictate policy. 

The public now knows that it can 
influence decisions at government 
level to its own advantage. This il- 
lustrates the government's inability 
to dictate the economy's wage level 
as planned by the Bank of Israel and 
the Treasury. The Histadrut’s lead- 
ers have already made it clear that 
they will insist on compensation. 

Yisrael Kessar and Haim Haber- 
feld, who have been attacked during 
the last year for their failure to deal 
with Hevrat Ha’ovdim and other 
Histadrut affiliates, cannot now give 
up their last stronghold. They can- 
ποῖ give in to a serious cut in the 
cost-of-living allowance. Only a 
month ago employees received a 
4.5% c-0-l allowance, which the 
government has now wiped out in an 
Instant.
